A CHILD WAS BORN 


TUE CHRISTM.\S SPIRIT 


Af this ChristJ Tias season has approached 
there have been those who have been impatient 
of its burdens. Adults have said, in a moment 
of impatience, “ I dread the Christmas time. 
I 
wish wc did not have it.” 
Why has this been 
said? 
Most of those who speak so value be­ 
yond life itself, the grift made to earth by the 
Father on the first Christmas morning. 
The expressicai was not the result of con­ 
templation of the ideal relation of the Christ­ 
mas anniversary to life. 
It was made because 
of the heavT social obligrations, of the need of 
exchange of gifts, of the time that must be 
taken, not to the work of joy in looking after 
the children and those in need, but of racking 
one's brains to discover something appropriate 


Nearly two thousand years ago a child was 
I born in a little town in an obscure province of 
; the Roman Empire. 
His father and mother had come to the town 
under edict of the Roman governor and be­ 
cause the inns were full they found shelter in 
the stable. 
There the child was bom. 
Ever since that time people have been cele­ 
brating His birthday throughout the world, 
wherever His life and teachings have become 
known. 
His family was not rich or powerful. 
His 
father was a carpenter and the son learned and 
followed the trade. 
He was a thoughtful man 
and worked out for Himself a philosophy of 
life which has never been approached by any 
other in its startling simplicity, reasonableness 
and unanswerable logic. 
He was impelled to teach His philosophy and 
became a traveling teacher. 
Everything He did 
was good and everything H e said was wise and 
helpful. 
The foundation of H is philosophy was love 
and benevolence and in His life He exemplified 
to give or send to an adult who already is sur-

feited with material goods.

He cared little for the voice of authonty in 
creed or doctrine, but He did care whether 
teaching was the resuli of straight thinking and 


exists to make an exchange of gifts. 
Qiristmas in our original treatment of it was 
an annual festival contemplated in the immedi­ 
ate family and the children of others who would 
have no Christmas, did we not look after them. 
But it has expanded and branched out until it 
has absorbed nearly everything and ever>*body 
and has been very distinctly commercialized. 
It does not correct the situation merely to 
call the attention of people to what they already 
know, but emphasizing the real Christmas spir­ 
it may help us to lay plans so that this happy 
period of another year will be celebrated with 
more love and fewer burdens, with more spir­ 
ituality and less emphasis on the material. 
The life of the Christ whose birthday we 
celebrate on Christmas day is the highest ex­ 
pression of love which humanity possesses. 
^Miether His entry into the world be considered 
in the sen.se of a Saviour, sent by a father to a
